DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicants request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. The rejection of claim 23, 27-29 & 32-39 under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Weiss et al (US Patent 5,750,376) is withdrawn due to the previous amendment of the claims. 

3. Applicants arguments filed 10/19/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 23, 27-29 & 32-39 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

No proper antecedent basis nor conception in context with that described within the 
specification is apparent for the recitation of a composition comprising a population of enriched 
NS-IC cells and "at least one monoclonal antibody. . .". For example, page 13 of the

specification appears to alternatively conceive of NS-IC cells with monoclonal antibodies that 
are "conjugated with labels to allow ease of separation". . . ; thereby, currently constituting new 
matter for compositions comprising enriched neural cells and the monoclonal antibodies alone. 

6. Claims 23, 27-29 & 32-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on 
a disclosure which is not enabling. The appropriate ATCC numbers and required Deposit 
information critical or essential to the practice of the invention, as it relates to monoclonal 
antibodies 5E12 or 8G1, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In 
reMayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

Elements required for practicing a claimed invention must be known and readily 
available to the public or obtainable by a repeatable method set forth in the specification. When 
biological material is required to practice an invention, and if it is not so obtainable or available, 
the enablement requirements of 35 USC §112, first paragraph, may be satisfied by a deposit of 
the material. See 37 CFR 1,802, 

The specification lacks any deposit information for the "novel" monoclonal antibodies 

5E12 or 8G1. Because these undefined monoclonal antibodies are unknown, and therefore, 

publicly not available or can reproducibly isolated from nature without undue experimentation, a 

suitable deposit for patent purposes is required. See M.P.E.P. 608.01(p)(C). It is noted that U.S. 

Patent 5,843,633 describes monoclonal antibody AC133, which was deposited as ATCC #: 

HB12346 (e.g., see page 7 of the specification). 

If a deposit is made under the terms of the Budapest Treaty, then an affidavit or 
declaration by Applicants or someone associated with the patent owner who is in a position to 
make such assurances, or a statement by an attorney of record over his or her signature, stating 
that the deposit has been made under the terms of the Budapest Treaty and that all restrictions 
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imposed by the depositor on the availability to the public of the deposited material will be 
irrevocably removed upon the granting of a patent, would satisfy the deposit requirements. 
See 37 CFR 1.808. 

If a deposit is not made under the terms of the Budapest Treaty, then an affidavit or 
Declaration by Applicants or someone associated with the patent owner who is in a position to 
make such assurances, or a statement by an attorney of record over his or her signature, stating 
that the deposit has been made at an acceptable depository and that the following criteria have 
been met: 

(a) during the pendency of the application, access to the deposit will be afforded to one 
determined by the Commissioner to be entitled thereto; 

(b) all restrictions imposed by the depositor on the availability to the public of the 
deposited material will be irrevocably removed upon the granting of a patent; 

(c) the deposit will be maintained for a term of at least thirty (30) years and at least five 
(5) years after the most recent request for the furnishing of a sample of the deposited material; 

(d) a viability statement in accordance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.807; and 

(e) the deposit will be replaced should it become necessary due to inviability, 
contamination or loss of capability to function in the manner described in the specification. 
In addition the identifying information set forth in 37 CFR 1.809(d) should be added to the 

specification. See 37 CFR 1.803-1.809 for additional explanation of these requirements. 

Amendment of the specification to recite the date of deposit, the complete name and 

address of the depository are required, as well as a statement that all restriction will be 

"irrevocably removed". 



7. Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this
